Mr. J. Q. A. Ward's eoUossal cqueslnan 
Statue of General George II. Thomas was on 
private exhibition in New York previous to 
its removal to Philadelphia fur casting in 
bronze. It was received with c-xtraordiimry 
favor by newspaper critics and laymen. It is 
about thirteen feet high from the plinth, the 
figure of the rider being nine feet and ten 
inches, and is intended by the Hooi'.-ty ul' the 
Army of the Cuniljcrhiiid, who ordered il of 
Jlr. ^Vard, to comnicmonUo llicir apprecialliiii 
of their lute commander's i)atriolie valour. 
Tlio verdict passed upon its artistic nierit.s in 
the lending journals of New York City, while 
singularly unanimous and enlogi.^tio, ilof.s not 
exceed the limits of justness and candcun-. 
Tho general is firmly seated upon a thorough- 
bred Kentucky stallion, his loft hand holding 
the reins, and his right su-spcnded by his side, 
and grasping the rim of his felt hat. Hi.-i luce, 
impcrturbed and even majestic, is turneil In- 
ward the enemy, whom one may sujipciso him 
to be viewing from the crest of a hill whioli 
his steed has jnst ascended, the sight all'ectiug 
the animal much moro vigorously than ]us 
master, his nostrils being dilated, his head up- 
lifted, and his body excited to the e.\treniity 
of bis bushy tail. Tho modelling is extremely 
learned and subtle in the case of both horse 
and rider; and tho simplicity of tho treatment 
is nciticM'hle — tli«re is so little show of mili- 
tary millinery imd equipment All this tends 
to unity of impression, and the most notable 
feature of the work Is tnc skill with which the 
artist has made tho genernl's head the central 
object of attention. To it all other parts con- 
verge their force; nnd, calm as it is, the liery 
mien of the war-horse does not tend to les.ieu 
its importance, or imperil its ftiuctiou ns tlie 
key-note of tho whole plastic structure. .\Ir. 
Ward has given fDur years to this work, and 
in it has excelled not only himself, but also, 
we think, every other American sculpture who 
has made an equestrian statue. It will hi 
erected in the city of Washington, and for 
generations will reflect honor upon the soldier 
whom it commemorates and the artist whom 
it expresses. 

Paintino by PnoFESsou McLLER. — A feature 
of the exhibition at the French Gallery, Lon- 
don, is Professor L. C. JIulIci's large canvas 
whereon ho has represented the " Market-jdace, 
Cairo," a picture which the Austrian Govern- 
ment loaned the Director of the French Gal- 
lery. "In tho great open place,' says a Lon- 
don journal, " we see all manner of people 
assembled (with camels interspersed), Ctn iug, 
selling, playing, begging, ^Yith all the usual 
life and variety seen even in Western lands 
under like conditions, only here wc have the 
broad, bright daylight of the East, and the 
swarthy face and lithe limbs of the half-naked 
children of the sun. Tho scene altogether is 
of a very realistic nature, and must have been 
studied on tho spot. The time tho learned 
Vionne professor must have consumed in paint- 
ing It may be judged by how long it takes the

A funeral must never pass through a tilled 
field, not even in winter, though it might, con- 
tidoriihly shorten the way. 'flie noasant is 
'ully pciinaded that a lield through which a 
ranerrd has passed lii.'coines barren. ' Except 
u 1 extraordinary occ>i^ioii.<!, no funerals are 
»,'o'.vcd on .Mondays luid Fridays. 

A pe:>sa;-.t who is in search of a wife never 
goes, except on a Thursday or Sunday, into 
Ihe house where he expects to make his 
choice. Tlie bride and bridegroom are not 
to givh their bare hand to anybody on the 
day of their marriage except to each Other ut 
the alter, otherwise they are threatened with 
poverty during the whole course of their union. 
It is also a very bad sign if, when the bride re- 
turns from church, she finds anybody on tho 
threshold of her door. 

When a young girl finds a leaf of trefoil 
divided into four instead of three parts, it is a 
sign that she will be married within a year ; 
at all events, she carefully preserves this leaf 
till her wedding-day. 

On Christmas Kve the countrymen are ac 
customed to drive out a great deal in sledges. 
They think that this will cause their hemp to 
bo more abundant and higher. They do not 
fail to visit the ale-bousc and to drink heartily 
the same evening, being convinced that this 
is a way to make them look well till the fol- 
lowing Christmas. Tliey never destroy 
crickets by fire, being persuaded that those 
which escape will destroy their linen and 
clothes. 

When a peasant loses his way in the wood 
after sunset, ho avo'.ds calling any person to 
show- him tho w-ay, being convinced that in 
ony case the evil spirit of tho forest would 
cause him to plunge still deeper into its re- 
cesses.

About ii weok since wo Iiiul tlio hon- 
or to call public atteutiou to the fact 
that a vacancy exists in the Cariboo 
representation. In doing so we point 
ed out the inoilu.^ opmiiidi ncce.s.suiy to 
be followed to draw tiio Speiikor'.s at- 
tention to tliQ fact. Innnediately on 
the heels of the article two nicniber.sof 
the llouao— both members of the Gov- 
ernment, we believe — served the neces- 
sary notice on the Speaker. That gentle- 
man, in conii)linnce with the Itiw, 
"forthwith" addre.s.sed "hi-s warrant to 
the Registrar of the Supremo Court for 
the issue of a new writ for the election 
of a member to fill the vacancy," and it 
then became the duty of the lltsgislrnr 
to issue a new writ for an election to 
fill the vacancj'. A week has elapsed 
since the warrant reached the hand.s of 
the Registrar, and the new writ has 
not yet been issued. It should have 
been forwarded by yesterday's mail; 
but wo hear that it was not forwarded. 
Rumor hath it that the Government 
are delaying the writ until such time 
as it may suit the convenience of the 
Premier to proceed to Cariboo in state 
■ — ostensibly tohold Clinton Assizes, but 
really to electioneer for the return of 
some obedient tool to the House. The 
duty of the Registrar i.s very clear under 
the Act. Ho has no alternative but to 
obey the law and issue the writ. Tlir 
Government have nothing to do witli 
it — the power was inirposely takiMi 
from their hands and placed in those 
of the Registrar by the House, whose 
laws and mandates must be rcsijcctcd 
and obeyed. If the .signature of the 
Governor is required, his honor return- 
ed last evening, and all the Registrar has 
got now to do is to forward writs to tlio 
returning ollicer. This, we hope, he 
has already done, and that Panic Umiior 
will be shown to be a lying jade. 



"Sunday EscTirsions." 

tETTER PROM A SAN' KRA-N'OISCO CLEIIOV- 
MAX. 

EuiTuii CoLOXL^T. Through the 
the courtsey of a neighbor who re- 
ceives your paper regularly I have the 
pleasure of its perusal. In your issue 
of August 2ilh I notice a contributed 
article with the above heading in which 
it is maintained that Sunday excur- 
sions are an infraction of the command- 
ment to "Remember the Sabbath day to 
it keep holy," and the Christian people 
of Victoria are called upon to unite in 
"frowning down" those who thus 
ignore the claims of our Creator, tram 
plo his laws under foot" and "dishonor 
the Christian name." Will you allow 
a Christian clergyman a brief review 
of this article, which is .signed "One 
Who Observes," and to ask your cor- 
respondent to observe barefuUy the 
following facts which seem to have es- 
caped his obaervation.s hitherto : 

1. The day of the week required to 
be kept holy by the 'Itli Commandment 
was the seventh day of the week- 
Saturday — not Sunday, which is the 
first. If, without any scripture author- 
ity, many Christians have chosen to 
drop the observance of tlie seventh day 
as holy and observe in its place the 
first, which is one of the days on which 
the Commandment requires work to be 
done, is that any reason why they 
should denounce those who do not ob- 
serve the first day of the week as 
"igiioring the claims of our (.'reatorC 
It is said that "people who live in glass 
houses should not throw stones;" and 
surely those who take such liberties 
with an express command are hardly 
consistent in finding fault if others do 
not obey it strictly. 

2. The ith Commandment does not 
prohibit recreation on the Sabbath, but 
labor only; and accordingly the Jews, 
while strictly abstaining from work on 
that day in deference to tiie command, 
were accustomed, as Calmet tells us, to 
indulgeindivers amusementsand health- 
ful recreations. The prophet Nehemiah, 
as wo read, reproved the people be- 
cause they were inclined at one time 
to spend the whole of a day designated 
like the Sabbath as "holy to the Lord" 
in solemn, religious service (see chap. 9) 
and exhorted them to go forth and 
feast and enjoy themselves in the lat- 
ter part of the day — which they accord- 
ingly did and "made great mirtii," wo 
are told, "because tliey understood 
the words of the prophet." It 
is the .scriptures of truth which as- 
sure us that "A merry heart dooth 
good as a medicine;'' and ahso that "It 
is lawful to do well on the Sabbath 
day." So that if Scripture authority 
could be found, as it cannot — Calvin 
and Luther, Baxter and Bunyan being 
judges — forajjplying the -ith Command- 
ment to the first day of the week, there 
would still bo no reason for regarding 
healthful recreations as a desecration 
of the day. "One who Observes" should 
certainly notice this. 

3. While it is the undeniable privi- 
lege of Christians to observe Sunday, if 
they prefer, with Puritanic strictness, 
devoting it oxclu.siveiy to religious ex- 
ercises, public and private, and while 
they should be protected by law from 
wanton interference with such exer- 
cises, however protracted ; it is equally 
the privilege of others, if they choose, 
to devote a part of the day to liealth- 
ful and innocent recreation — as is gen- 
erally done^by the best Christians on 
the European Continent. A.sceticism 
is nob a factor of genuine Christianity ; 
and as the noble preacher Robertson 
of Brighton observes, — It is not by the 
recreations of the people, even on Sun • 
day, that the Chri.stian namo is dis- 

■ hbnttriBd,.but;bx.the pride and impurity, 
the deceit and- ^honesty of professing 
Christiana . Ekateu.

In the.se days of worrying ['.ettifog- 
ging details to shreds, it is refreshing 
to observe the broad, imperial nature 

of the information Colonel Arbuthnot 
is, bit by bit, extracting from the heads 
of our jiublic departments. The gal 
lant Colonel, whetiier intentionally or 
not, has neatly exhibited to [lublic 
view a most ai\onialous state of tilings 
respecting the publication of infor- 
mation of a naval .and military nature. 
It is a well-known fact that tlie "Re- 
ports on Australian Defences" have 
been printed and laid before the Col- 
onial Legislatures, and can be bought 
in any of tho colonies concerned by 
any one for tho small charge of one 
penny, or thereabouts. Colonel Ar- 
buthnot, some time ago, asked to have 
the.se reports laid on the table of the 
House, but Sir ^M. Ilicks-l'oach de- 
clined on the grounds of public ex- 
[)eiliency. The other luglit the same 
member asked the First Lord of the 
Admiralty to lay on the table any cor- 
respontlenco relating to the Ivsquinialt 
Dock, "wliicli could, without ]irejudice 
to tlu! public service," lie so produced; 
but tho First Lord in re[dy stated "it 
would not be to tlie public interest to 
produce it." Now it so liappens that 
last year this t'oi'respondenco waslaitl be- 
fore the Provincial L(>gis!ature of liritish 
Columbia, and by it ordered to be print- 
ed, and being a Parliamentary paper, it 
also can be bought. Thus it ajijiears 
that under our existing system, what is 
sauce for tho old gf-.u.st! is not sauce for 
tho young gandeis, in other words, 
that colonial legislatures may publish 
information of a naval and nulitary 
naturi! wliich it is not tlesirable in "the 
public interest " to lay before the House 
of Coninions ! Surely this is rather a 
serious matter, worthy of the attention 
of Earl Grey or Lord Norton, who, in 
tho Xineteenth Centuri/, have recently 
been ventilating colonial questions 
more than they are in the habit of do- 
ing in the Upper House. It is not, 
however, merely tlie const itutioual 
confusion which Colonel Arbuthnot has 
dragged to the light, he 1ms judiciously 
obtained information on points of su 
pr(!mo Naval importance. For exam 
})le, his continued questions concei'iiing 
the Colonial Docks (Loan) Act, ISt!;"), 
have been answered by tho First Lord 
of the Admiralty in terms which go 
far to show its virtual failure to pro 
duce ade<iuate "dock " accommodation 
for our sijuadrons abroad at many ini- 
jjortant |)ositionH ; while Sir Michael 
Hicks Beach has b'.'cn forced to iT)nfc\ss 
that he " believes " nom: ui the ('oiun 
ies " have availed themselves of the 
provi.'iions of the Colonial Naval De- 
fence Act, 1SG5;" in short, that this 
boasted plan of Lord Cardwell's, for 
securing Colonial co-operation with tho 
Poyal Navy for purpo.ses of general 
protection of British coiiimen/e, has 
proved a shameful failure, it cannot 
be ph-ailfd that, like the " boy-soldier " 
svsteiii, which is the work of tho same 
hand, this Act has not had time to lie 
fairly tried, for it has been fourteen 
years in operation. It, however, bears 
a family likeness to the "juvenile 
Army " arramjement, by I'casiin of its 
pitiful w;iut of success, though it dif- 
fers from it, inasmuch as it has done 
no harm, though powerle.ss to accom- 
plish any good. But Colonel Arbuth- 
not has not confined his o]>erations to 
general principles, for his questions lia\-e 
producedau authoritative statement re- 
sjiecting dock accommodation for our 
PacidcSquadron. Tho FirstLordconlirnis 
the gallant Colomd's evident misgiv- 
ings on this point, by acknowlodg 
ing that " the necessity for dock 
accommodation on the Pacific Sta- 
tion has been urgetl by tho Admirals 
commanding" Siiccessi\e Admirals 
have re^jresentcil to successive "Uoards ' 
the absolute need of sucii means -of 
repair, iind it would bo interesting to 
know who, under our present Imperial 
.system, would be responsible to the 
Empire for neglecting to [U'ovide for 
so obvious a naval reipiircmciit, if by 
reason of its non-fullilment, liritish 
naval |)restige or power ever suflV'rs 
diminution or actual los.s. Jlr. Smith, 
however, apologetically adds, "It is 
doubtful whether Esquimau! t would be 
the best position for tlii> work the 
squadron has to jierform." if it is 
doubtful whether hjsfpiim.'udt is the 
best position for tlii_' dock, how cuincs 
it that tho Imperial (toveriiment has 
promised a gift of .£50,000 in aid of 
its erection at E.squimalt, on faith of 
which promise British Columbia has 
already spent some ,£10,000 on pre- 
liminary work, site, itc? Then; must 
have-been culpable negligence on the 
part of past administrations to commit 
us to tho erection of a dock at a 
"doubtful" position. Tlie concluding 
sontonce of the First Lord's reply is 
still more instructivo, as showing the 
extraordinary jidnunistrativo chaos 
from which our Imperial arrangements 
acutely sufl'er. "I am," he -says, "not 
aware how much progress has been made 
with the dock at Esquimalt." It is cer- 
tainly time we thought about creating 
an Admiralty Intelligence Department 
even if its only use be to spare a pains- 
taking, business-like First Lord from 
being forced to make a humiliating 
confession of ignorance regarding the 
progress of a great naval work towards 
which we are pledged to give £50,000. 
Possibly .such a department might in- 
geniously discover that unless we are 
to make some new acquisition in the 
Pacific, there is no site available for the 
much-needed dock in our pcssession be- 
yond tho borders of British Columbia, 
and further, it mjglitj'^l.ppssibly, incid- 
entally point ouK'Vuat tlio 9th clause of 



tho terms of L^nion, under which that 
Pro\-inco Joined the Dominion, alludes 
to the "continued maintenance of the 
naval station at Esquimalt," and that 
this fact cannot, therefore, be lightly 
disregarded by tho Imperial Govern- 
ment which sanctioned and approved 
the Act of Confederation. Colonel 
Arbuthnot has done no snnill scr\'icc 
in opportunely eliciting, not information, 
but an official acknowledgment of its 
absence in a department where he and 
the countr}' have the best right to ex- 
pect to find it.' Still more recent ques- 
tions put by Colonel Arbuthnot drew 
forth rt'plies clearly illustratini; their 
importance. In the reply, for ex- 
ample, to the first question resposting 
the Esquimalt Dock, but little informa- 
tion was given ; but when, again, close- 
ly ])ressed, the I'Mrst Lord nicntionctl 
the imperial promise of X.'iO.OOO, Die 
stipulation luutaincd in tin; Act of 
Confederation, anil the money (£11,- 
799) already spent by British Colum- 
bia. By a comparison of tho two re- 
plies of iMr. W. 11. Smith, it would ap- 
pear more than probable that he is in- 
debted to Colonel Arbuthnot for hav- 
ing been the means of conqiolling his 
attention to facts which, in the absence 
of a Naval IntoUigcuce Department, he 
might not otherwise Iiave learned. He 
would not, however, say what site for 
a dock other than Ivsiiuiinalt is a\'aila- 
ble, as "it would nut bo for the advan- 
tage of the public service to discuss the 
(pu\slion." 1 1 is certainly not for tho 
public .■idwuitage that from Behring's 
Straits to ( 'ajie Horn, hor Majesty's 
ships should have no dock ; nor would 
it be altogether dt;triniental to the pub- 
lic interest til hnow whether the im- 
plied ehoii'c of sites is, or is not, mei'ely 
an ollicial "ilrag acro.'^s tin; true scent," 
justiliably used by the First Lord, if 
annexation of a new naval po.sition in 
the l';uiiij lie seriouslv conlemplated, 
but a wholly uiijustitiable method of 
diverting public attention from its 
pi'essing ilutics ;uid immediate responsi- 
bilities rcsjiecting the Pacific licet 1 
.\gain, in answer to a ([uestion respect 
ing admission into the Regular Army 
from the military cstablislinieuts of 
other colonies than tho Donnnion, tlio 
gallant Colonel was informed of this 
extraordinary fact, viz., "that no reply 
could be given .... until it is 
ascertained wiietlier a college exists in 
nny otliT f>f i^nr eolnnies oqiuil in jiosi- 
tioii to the college at Kingston." if 
the Colonial Minister docs not know 
such a simpli' fact as this, the Colonial 
(Xllce must lie as much in want of an 
I u! elligeiiee Depart men t as t he Admiral- 
ty. CiUi anybody conceiN e theCiucrn- 
ment of (im inany being in ignorance as 
to what military colleges existed with- 
in German territory? The following 
evening of this memorable reply. 
Colonel .•Vrbuthnot moved for the ])ro- 
iluction of tiie "Iteports on Australian 
dc-feiu'es alreaily ]iresf'nted to Colonial 
l.ei^islatures, and published in .Vu.stra- 
lian newspapers." Sir M. Ilichs 
I'lcach .igaiu opposed, un the ground 
of the iiie\itable "public interest," aiul 
innocently enough plc'tuletl "thtit they 
di^alt with delieiencies in the defences 
of Australia," but Ik; added, "these re- 
ports had been forwarded to this coun- 
iry, anil on tlieii arrival copies would 
be placed in the library." it is, at all 
(>vents, comforting to know that, in 
tlii\sc days of rapid communication, re- 
poi'ts on deficiencies of British defences 
in the South Pacific, dated early in 
\^~~, only take a very little over two 
vi'ars to pass from tie; h.-uids of .Aus- 
tralian newspapers' printers' devils into 
tho.se of Alcmbcrs of a so-calind Im- 
periid Parliament. Colonel Arbuth- 
not is tiiaehing us a gond deiil, and we 
ari' heartily thaidd'td, for tbei-e is much 
to learn. .MeaiiuLile, let it be asked 
whv n;i\',al and iiiilil.ir\- M. P.'s are, 
with this oni! solitary exception, dumb 
on tho subject, and apparently blind to

quence of the bad condition of the ground 
thoy could not aijproacli (piictly. Major 
Martor, however, directed a removal of 
all noi.sy accoiitronients and sent a native 
contingent ahead. These surrounded the 
kraal where tile King had taken refuge 
and Major Martor then rcjde up and called 
to Cetowayo to conic out of his tent. The 
King, after some parley, complied. He 
preserved a dignified demeanor and asked 
to be shot.

ENGLAND. 
London, Sept. 18.- -Labor troubles 
are increasin|{. Tho Bedford new mill 
at Keigh has been closed and the old 
mill operatives rendered idle. The 
Preston Spinning and Manufacturing 
Company, owning 45,000 spindles of 
750 looms, have commenced to run on 
short times system. There is not the 
slightest indication of a Rettlement of 
the present strike. The number of 
strikers is increasing daily and by the 
end of this week it is expected that 
with two exceptions every mill in the 
district will be closed. The operative 
spinners of Hydo will meet shortly to 
discuss the question of reduction of the 
wages of operatives and to decide 
whether there shall be a stoppage of 
tho mills throughout tho whole district. 
Quito a panic has lieen created in 
Glossoji by an announconiont that 
Sumner's mills, employing 3,000 hands, 
will .shortly be closed. The Wood 
Bros, mill, employing an equal number 
of hands, is about to start running on 
short-time- As Glo.ssop is entirely de- 
])0iKlent on the cotton trade all cla.sses 
of the community express grave con- 
corn regarding the condition. 

UNITED STATES. 

Boston', Sept. 18. — A shocking 
caltimity occurred to night at a fire in 
the third story of a tenenuint house. 
South i?oston. Tlic house was occuiiicd 
by Germans, nearly all of whom were 
asleep. Several were burned to death 
and otiiers badly injured.

IxniANAi'OLis, Ind., Sept. 19. — The 
execution of Louis Girolig took place 
at noon. He murdered Mary MnGlow 
one year ago to-day because she refus- 
ed to renew a marriage engagement 
with him. 

\\'asiiin(iton, Sopt. 19. — Tiie ord- 
ii'incc department has telegraphed tho 
commandant of the arsenal at Fort 
Union, Mexico, to issue arms and 
aiuinunition to the Government, not to 
exceed 300 and one million rounds of 
cartridges. 

PllILADELPHIJ, Sept. 19. — Tho 
Pennsylvania railroad and Iron Moun- 
tain people were in conference yester- 
day. It is understood an arrangement 
has been made for pushing the construc- 
tion of the Texas Pacific road to coin- 
])lotioii and for close connection be- 
tween the two rouils, wliei'cby Lliero 
will be a general interchange tratlic. 

Memphis, Sept. 19. — Not ft single 
new case reported to day. Three deaths 
since last evening. 

WEST INDIES. 
New Yokk, Sept. 19. — A dispatch 
has been received hero from Havana 
to the efl'ect that slaves of Irenfuegoo 
in Cincovilla, Cuba, have risen in re- 
bellion against tho Spaniards and have 
joined tho patriots taking with thorn a 
large portion of their masters' catll(.>. 
There is great indignation in Cuba over 
tho massacre of about one hundred and 
seventy officers who served in tbe last 
Cuba revolution on tho patriot side, 
but have of late been r(!f,iding in difler- 
ent places and following their difl'erent 
avocation.s. From their past I'ccords 
thoy wero suspected of being in 
.sympathy with tho present revolution. 
Some were killed in their houses before 
their wives and children's eyes by 
•Spanish troops, and others wore taken 
into the woods and slaughtered. 

GERMANY. 
STitAsufiifi, Sept. 19. — Upon tho 
entry into this city of the Emperor of 
Germany shops were closed and the 
niultitutlo of liou.ses closed their shut- 
ters. Only ofiicial buildings were pro- 
fusely decorated. The German S]ieak- 
ing inhabitants formed the bulk of tho 
crowd in the streets, though the French 
speaking clcinont in Strasburg is still 
verj' strong. F rench newspajiers have 
become more outspol^en concerning 
Alsace and Lorraine and inhabitants 
have becoinn much more estranged 
from (Jerinany than they were two 
years ago when the Emperor visited 
Strasburg and met with acomparatively 
cordial rece])tioii.

A Bylaw to jirohihit the erect U>n ofM'ooiUii 
Buitdings within certain Fire Limits 
within the City of Victoria : ■ - 
1. That .such piu-t of tne City bounded 
oil the North by Johnson street, on tho 
Soutli by Fort street, i.di tlie Eii.st by 
Bro.atl street .mil on tho West by tlio 
Water Frontage bo hereby tlechireil with- 
in tho Fire Limits of the City of Yictoriii. 
Tho coiitro of .Tohnson to centre of Fort 
frmii centre of Broad sluvll bo limits ro- 
ferreil to above. 

All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Liimts .shall have thoir outaido 
Walls and parly Walls iiiado of Brick, 
Stone or other incombiistiblo materiid anil 
such outsido Walls shall e.xtend four feet 
above Wall Plato of Hoof, and party Walla 
shall also extend to same height above 
Wall Plato of Roof, Roofs shall be cov- 
ered with such material a.s will afford pro- 
tectiuu .igaiiist Firo and tho \V.T.lls shall 
bu so euiislriteteil as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and coiiiplctoly of the 
interior and e.\.terior of such Building 
from all and every part of the interior and 
e.xterior of any adjoining Building. If 
tho apex of Roof should exceed tHe'height 
of Firo Walls, then the Roof must bo 
covered with .such luateriid as will atford 
protection against Firo. In tho case of 
(iables Llio Walls are to bo carried up- to 
the full height of tho Apex of said Hoof. 
Tho term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not inchulo Privies or 
Shells for storage of Coid, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

;i. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
iiinterials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4 The Wooden Building within the 
said Firo Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
the Ciiii'f hhigiiu'cr of the Victoria Firo 
Deiiiii'liiR'nt , iiii|iiovo'(l by a majority of 
the Fiiv Wanloiis, wliich i.cniiit shall 
.specify fully tin.- alleraliuus or changes re- 
i|tiirud, ami nu such peniiil shall be given 
if !iny incroiiso will bo made by tho pro- 
posed change or iiltoratioii in lliu size .of 
any Wooden Building within the said 
Limits, or if such repairs or idteralions 
will increase the vahie of such building 
more than Twenty-live per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of ench of 
such perniils shall be kejit on file in tho 
otiice of tlio City Clork. 

No Building within tho .said Firo 
liimits shall be removed oxcojit to a por- 
tion of the same lot im which it stands or 
to a point outside the Fire Limits. 

0. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to bo, in 
tho judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of iiie Fire WarduiiH, a dun- 
gcroua nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of the Fire Wardens, bo 
(laiiiaged by lire to tlic extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon tho 
owner or person having control thorofif a 
notice rei [Hiring such person to remove 
the same forthwith, find the person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Story Buildings — ^EoundationB 
to be notloss than eighteen inches in thick- 
ncsH find not less than eighteen inches 
ill the hard cl.ay or gravel, as tho case may 
be, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Tira >S/ii/-i/ BMildiuys — 
Foundations to be not less than twenty- 
two inclies thick and not leas than eigh- 
teen inches in tho hard clay or gratel, as 
the case may be. Brick Walla — Ground 
lloor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; fust floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persona viulating'any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw sliall bo 
doomed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall be ]iunis!icd by a fine of not 
less than ton or more than one huntlred 
dollars, ;ind each day of maint^xiiiing or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a now iifl'ciice and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of tho Yictom 
Firo Department and the Fire Wardens 
arc required to sec that the provisiona of ~ 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in tho Police Court for violation 
thereof.
